New Delhi, the 30th April 1902 

G.S.R. 612.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of rule 8 of the 
Central Excise Rules, 1944, as in force in India and as applied to the State of Pondi¬ 
cherry, the Central Government hereby exempts with effect from the 24th April, 
1962, blooms, billets, slabs, rails and sleeper bars of iron or steel and falling under 
Item No.' 28AA of the First Schedule to the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I 
of 1944), from so much of the duty of excise leviable thereon as Is in excess of the 
duty on pig iron or steel ingots, as the case may be: 

provided that in the case of sleeper bars, the exemption shall apply only if it 
is proved to the satisfaction of the Collector that the sleeper bars are 
actually used for making sleepers for a Railway track.
